House Receives 
Senate-Passed

WASHINGTON (tf>—A new farm 


bill, whittled down more nearly to 
President 
Eisenhower's 
pattern 


than one he vetoed April 16, head- 
ed for unenthusiastic House pas 
sage today. 


Although unsatisfactory to many 


members, its quick passage was 
predicted by Democratic 
House 


Leader McCormack and Republi- 
can Leader Martin, both of Mas- 
sachusetts. 


Farm leaders predicted 
Eisen- 


hower would sign the bill, shouted 
through the Senate late yesterday 
as a compromise of Senate-House 
proposals. 
It is the third time the House 


has been called on to vote on 
broad new farm legislation in this 
Congress. 


Last year, it passed a bill to 


junk the administration's flexible 
price support program and rein- 
state' rigid supports. The Senate 
loaded that bill with a score or 
more additional features, most of 
which the House accepted. When 
Eisenhower vetoed it, the House 
upheld his action. 


The present bill abandons most 


of 
the 
provisions 
Eisenhower 


termed .objectionable in the earlier 
one.'It includes the key feature of 
his 1956 farm program—a $1,200,- 
000,000 soil bank to pay farmers 
subsidies for- taking crop land out 
of production in the hope of re- 
ducing Surpluses.

NEW.YORK UP) — Cigarette , 


smoking doesn't harm the me- 
chanics of breathing in healthy 
persons, and may even help, 
two Boston physicians said to- 
day. 


But 
smoking usually does ' 


have adverse effects on persons 
with heart or lung disease, they 
said. 


Preliminary results 
of the 


smoking study were described 
today to the National Tubercu- 
losis Assn. by Doctors Ernst 
0. Attinger, research fellow in 
medicine, and Dr. Maurice S. 
Segal, clinical 
professor 
of 


medicine, 
Tufts 
University 


School of Medicine. 


They measured the rate of 


air flow and air pressures in 
the lungs both before and after 
people smoked 
one or 
two 


cigarettes. 


Normal persons showed no 


significant change in the elasti- 
city of the lungs or in mechani- 
cal resistance to the move- 
ment of air on taking or ex- 
pelling a breath. There ap- 
peared to be some improve- 
ments in certain aspects of 
lung ventilation, Attinger and 
Segal said. 


But in persons with heart 


or lung ailments, there was 
usually an impairment of the 
mechanics 
elf 
breathing. 
It 


might be only temporary, the 
physicians said. 


Polluted air must take some 


of the blame for the soaring 
rates of lung cancer, although 
smoking may be related to the 
rise also, 
said Dr. Leonard 


Greenburg, 
commissioner 
of 


New York City's Department of 
Air Pollution Control. 


There is good evidence that 


cancer - causing \ chemicals 
come from exhausts of, autos 
and other engines, he said.

Some local political experts said 


the poll of editors was not neces- 
sarily representative of 
general 


opinion in Missouri. These anal- 
ysts said a majority of the editors 
had forecast a Democratic victory 
in Missouri in 
1952. 
Eisenhower 


carried the state by about 30,000 
votes then. 


Kansas 
editors generally 
dis- 


counted any widespread farm re- 
volt in their state. They expressed 
the opnion, however, that Eisen- 
hower's margin would be far short 
of the 3^3,000 votes he registered 
above Stevenson's 
total in the 


state in 1952. 


Thirty Kansas editors said flat- 


ly they think the Democrats will 
pick Stevenson. Four thought the
